For the fourth year, U.S. News also asked responders to identify 
institutions that are “making the most promising and innovative 
changes in the areas of academics, faculty, and student life.” 

Top of the list was Maryland, a public institution founded in 1963, 
with in-state-tuition and fees of $9,171 for 2011-2012, according to 
U.S. News. Harvard had tuition and fees of $38,849 for 2011-2012, 
despite the largest endowment of any school in the world. 

Upcoming college applicants and competitive college officials 
also can scour lists of regional colleges, “A+ Schools for B Students” 
and “Best Value Schools.” 

The last category has become increasingly important, as findings 
from the Department of Education released Monday showed the 
national student loan default rate rose to 8.8 percent in fiscal year 
2009 from 7 percent in fiscal year 2008. 

“We need to ensure that all students are able to access and enroll 
in quality programs,” Secretary of Education Arne Duncan said in a 
statement Monday “So they can enter the workforce and compete 
in our global marketplace.” 


Ivies once again top list of 
best colleges in the country

WASHINGTON Ivy League schools again topped a popular ranking 
of the best U.S. colleges, but shared the spotlight with Williams 
College and Amherst College, and the University of Maryland. 

In the 28th edition of the U.S. News and World Report rankings. 
Harvard University retained the top spot of 1,600 colleges in 2012, 
followed by Princeton, ^e, Columbia University and the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania— all the same rankings as 2011. 

But the California Institute of Technology (Caltech), Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology (MIT), Stanford University and Uni- 
versity of Chicago tied with Pennsylvania for the last top-five place. 

Caltech and MIT gained two spots from 2011, while Chicago 
gained four. 

Williams and Amherst ranked as the top two liberal arts colleges 
that offer at least half their degrees in liberal arts studies, according

News said. 

The surprising result— Harvard, Yale and 
Princeton were still the top-three in value, 
with around of 56 percent of students receiv- 
ing need-based grants, and averaging roughly 
a 70 percent discount from the total cost of 
attendance.

A NEIGHBORHOOD THAT IS MANY THINGS TO 
MANY PEOPLE FINDS ITSELF AT A CROSSROADS

Pilsen is Mexican-American culture. Pilsen is 
food. Pilsen is murals, a riot of color splashed 
onto the side of a building. Pilsen is i8th 
Street, and the National Museum of Mexican 
Art. 

Most of all, Pilsen is a Chicago neighborhood 
that still feels like a small town, one where the 
baristas at the Cafe Jumping Bean know your 
name and Benito Juarez High School alumni 
play Cristo Rey Jesuit High School alumni in 
competitive soccer games. 

But demographics shift and new neighbors 
move in to join residents whoVe been there 
their entire lives. And Pilsen restaurants and 
bars such as Simone’s and Nightwood— as 
likely to attract someone hankering for lo- 


cally sourced food as those hungry for home- 
cooked Mexican dishes— join longtime local 
mainstays Nuevo Leon and La Casa del Pueb- 
lo on the menu of available options. 

“Gentrification is a phenomenon that’s not 
only present in Pilsen,” said Temoc Morfin, a 
longtime resident who unsuccessfully ran for 
alderman of Pilsen’s ward earlier this year. For 
those like Morfin, who has lived in the neigh- 
borhood since 1981, it seems clear that Pilsen 
has been one of many neighborhoods to see 
an ebb and flow in its population. “Change is 
bound to happen wherever you go.” 

The change was on full display as RedEye 
set out to capture the neighborhood in pho- 
tos, alongside the history and the culture that 
has been there for years.

The gentrification has helped draw in new residents 
such as Samantha Thereau, 25, who moved to Pilsen this summer from 
Florida. “It seems like it’s starting to be a happening place,” she said. Thereau 
says it’s the neighborhood’s character that sold her. In her apartment, there’s 
a shower in the kitchen, a quirky detail she loves. “I already feel at home.”

Haze from distant forest 
fire blows into the city

For one nostalgic moment Tuesday^ it was as if 
all those suburban leaf-burning bans had been 
overturned and the air carried a familiar au- 
tumn haze.

I'he nation^s poverty rate rose to 15. i percent 
in 2010, its highest level since 1993. In 2009, 
14,3 percent of people in America were living in 
poverty. 

'The results are not surprising given the 
economy” said Paul Osterman, author of 
‘^Good Jobs America,” and a labor economist 
at MIT. 

would expect with so many people un- 
employed, the poverty rate would go up* It’s 
just another sign of what a difficult time this is 
for so many people,” Osterman said. 

About 46.2 million people now arc consid-

WHAT IS ‘POVERTY? 

The government defines the poverty line as 
income of $22,314 a year for a family of four 
and $11,139 for an individual. The Office of 
Management and Budget updates the pov- 
erty line each year to account for inflation. 


For middle-class families, income fell in 2010. 
The median household income was §49,445, 
down slightly from §49,777 the year before* 
Median income has changed very little in the 
past 30 years. 

Adjusted for inflation, middle-income fami- 
lies earned only ii percent more in 2010 than 
they did in 1980, while the richest 5 percent in 
America saw their incomes surge 42 percent.

Even though the chain currently has 
no plans to come to Chicago, that hasn’t stopped its local 
fans from extolling the virtues of its famed double-double 
burgers and secret menu.

I 
once had a waitress try and 
look at pictures of my kids 
that I was showing to a dinner 
companion-”! love photos!” 
she squealed. Go get your 
attention on the stage already. 
Don’t break the fourth wall 
here in the restaurant.

Sean says: As in comedy, 
timing is everything. If it’s

Whiskey says 
‘Oh, Canada!’

The problem with the way most people think 
about whiskey (or whisky, as its spelled in 
Canada and Great Britain), is that they’re 
too focused on where it’s produced, says John 
Hall, maker of Forty Creek Whisky 

“Everyone pigeonholes them,” he says. “So 
if it’s from Canada, it’s a Canadian whiskey, 
if it’s from Scotland it’s Scotch and people’s 
notions about what a whiskey from that area 
should be colors the way people think of that 
particular whiskey” 

That’s troubling to an artisan like Hall be- 
cause his complex, flavorful whiskeys are a far 
cry from the archetypal light-bodied, largely 
rye-based Canadian whiskey that is more suit- 
ed to mixing than sipping. 

Challenging that preconception was one of 
the primary reasons Hall, a vintner by training, 
decided to take up distilling in 1992. “I figured 
I could make a better whiskey than the Cana- 
dian whiskeys that were out there.” 

He started with a distinct approach. While 
whiskeys often are produced by combining 
water and several different crushed grains be- 
fore being distilled and aged. Hall produces 
his whiskey the same way a winemaker blends 
different varieties. He distills and ages each of 
the grains that make up his whiskey— corn, 
rye and malted barley— in separate barrels 
and then after six years or so (and often up to 
10 years), he blends them. 

Hall isn’t the only Canadian whiskey-maker 
challenging whiskey drinkers’ assumptions 
about the category Take Glenora Distillers, 
which follows the traditional Scottish meth- 
ods of producing a single-malt whiskey That 
means the distillery produces the whiskey 
from three ingredients— barley, yeast and

water— that it then distills in a traditional 
copper pot still. The result is intricate, yet ap- 
proachable whiskey that is a far cry from the

“I’ve been getting in my head a lot 
lately about money and life path 
and choices I’m making,” says Pat- 
rick Andrews, “and it’s really cool to 
go to work— working on this really 
beautiful play— where my character 
is struggling with those same ques- 
tions.”

Mow’d you end up in Chicago? 

I was with the Broadway tour of “Fosse” and 
we came through town and I just fell in love 
with the city and the artistic opportunities. 

I was mainly a dancer at that time, and I 
moved here to learn how to be an actor. 

Did you have to take any bad day jobs 
at first to pay the rent? 

It’s funny; I’m looking for one right now 
[Laughs.] I tried temping, and I always felt 
like I was going into the Death Star from 
the “Star Wars” movies.

It’s a play about visual people —people that

talking about their art and about their ideas. 
And it’s really fun to get inside of the world 
of being an aspiring artist and carpenter— 
just being very active the entire play working 
on canvases and painting. 

What’s next? 

I’m taking “Red” to Washington, DC., in 
January But I’ve been doing this profession- 
ally since I was i8 — I didn’t go to college and 
have sort of made my own way So there’s 
always the impulse to quit everything and, I 
don’t know, learn how to be a chakra worker 
on people’s bodies and travel the world. 
[Laughs.]

Experimental outfit A Lull will pass on stilts 
for this weekend’s free carnival-esque fest 


A Lull’s experimental tendencies have their roots in indecision, 

“When we started out we didn’t really have any genre we were going 
after,” says singer Nigel Dennis, 28, ofMuncie, Ind. “So we figured, 
why not try everything?” 

That creative spirit imbues every second of the band’s full-length 
debut, “Confetti,” a dense, chaotic effort that wouidn’t sound out-of- 
place in Animal Collective’s sprawling discography By phone, Dennis, 
who joins the rest of A Lull at this weekend’s Brilliant Corners of 
Popular Amusements— a fancifully named fest that sets an array of 
musical performances (Bill Callahan, Cave, etc.) against a carnival-esque backdrop (think acro- 
bats and jugglers)— discussed the band’s yen for sonic experimentation and the role garbage 
played in the recording process.

You’re performing at the carnival-themed 
Brilliant Corners of Popular Amusements. 
Can you recall your first trip to the circus? 

[Laughs] You know, I was so young that I 
have no idea when it even could have hap- 
pened. I know I’ve been to the circus before, 
but I was only maybe 4 or 5 years old and I 
don’t remember much about it. 

So you weren’t traumatized by the clowns? 

No, never anything like that. I always felt bad 
for elephants. I still do. But I don’t have any 
phobia of clowns. 

**Confetti” seems like a fitting title for the 
album. Listening to the tracks they almost 
sound like they’re composed of countless 
tiny particles. 

Yeah. Wo don’t use cymbals on the record, 
and because of that you have a lot more space 
to sort of explore different sounds because 
cymbals are so brash and they cover up so 
much. You have to compensate with other 
little details to fill it in, whether it’s a droning 


guitar or multiple toy pianos. Just something 
to fill the dead space. 

Was that missing element why you started 
experimenting with new ways to create 
sound? 

I think it was. We all come from a pretty 
creative place where we like experimenting 
with sounds. There’s a few songs where we 
took a motor from a small fan and attached 
a guitar pick to it so it almost sounds like a 
dulcimer. It’s just crazy ITiere was an empty 
practice space across the hall and it was filled 
with all kinds of trash— beer cans, paper and 
everything— and we’d take this bar and stir it 
all around as a percussive element. We found 
these drums and we’d throw them into the 
wall and record that. If you hear what sounds 
like something falling down or exploding, 
that’s probably because that’s what it is. 

It sounds like that location was central to the 
overall sound of the record. 

I think you start sounding like your 



environment. W: recorded “Confetti” in 
a really, really run-down practice space in 
Humboldt Park. I think it’s actually shut 
down now. It was a blast, yeah, but you 
really start to absorb that environment. 
That’s why there’s a heaviness to a lot of the 
record. 


So are you planning to incorporate any 
carnival-esque elements into your perfor- 
mance? 

I don’t think so. I think we’re just going to do 
what we do and take in the atmosphere.
